In an address which probably will
rank as one of thie most foreeful he
has ever dellversd. Theodore Ttoosevelt
on Lincoln's birthday delivered  the
nation’s tribute to the War I'resident
on the spol where 100 yenrs ngo the
great emancipator was born.

Mr. Roosevelt drew n lesson for the
men of to-day In solving the great
problems of the nation, from Linceln's
“combination of Indomitable resolution
with cool-hended sanlty.” 1le never
went to extremes, though “timld and
luke-warm people  were always  de-
Louncing him because he wiag too ex-
treme” the speaker neserted.

“No more practical mun ever lved
than this homely backwoods idenlist,”
sald Mr. Roosevelt, “but he had noth-
ing In common with those practical
men whose consclences gre warped un-
til they fail to distinguish between
good and evil, fall to understand that
strength, ability, shrewdness, whether
In the world of business or of politics,
only serve to make thelr possessor &
wore noxlous, n more evil member of
the community If they are not guided
and controlled by a fine and high
moral senge. Lincoln did not hate the
man from whom he differed. [le saw
go:rly that the same high qualities,

same courage and willingness for
gelf-sacrifice, and devotion to the right
a9 it was given them to see the right,
balonged both te the men of the North
and to the men of the Bouth.

“As the years roll by, and as all of
us, wherever we dwell, grow to feel

Guw‘l-. Crops Only Foandatlon.

“The commission has tried to hel,
the farmers to see clearly thelr own
problems #nd to sec It a8 a whole: {o
distinguish clearly between whnt the
government can do and what the farm-
ers must do for themselves: and It
wishes to bring not enly the farmers
but the nation as a whole to realize
that the growlng of crops, though an
essential part, Is only a part of coun:
try life. Crop growing is the essen.
tlal foundation, but It 18 no less es
sentlal that the farmer shall get an
adequate return for what he gErows,
and It I8 no less essential- indeed, It
Is 1terally vital—that he and bls wife
and his children shall lead the right
kind of 1ife.

“For this renson It is of the first im-
portance that the United States Do
partment of Agriculture, through which
a8 prime agent the |deas the commlis-
slon stands for must reach the people,
should become without delay in fact a
department of country life, fitted to
deal not only with erops, but also with
all the larger nspects of life In the
open country,

Immediate Needs Pointed Out.

“T'rom all that hias been done and
learned, three grent general and Imme-
diate needs of country life stand out:

First, effective co-operation  among
farmers, to put them on a level with the

organized interests with which they do
business,

Second, a new kind of schools in the
country, which shall teach the children
as much outdoors as indoors and perhaps
more, so that they will prepare for coun-
try life, aud not, am at present, mainly
for lifs in town.

Third, better means of communication,
including good roads and a parcels post,
which the country people are everywhere,
and rightly, unanimons in demanding.

“To these may well be added better
sanitation, for easlly preventable dis-
eases hold several milllon country pen-
ple In the slavery of continuous 1)
health.”

Organization te secure for the coun-
try the things that are the country’'s
Is the central theme of the commis.
slon's report.

Farmers Must Help Themaelves,

“There must e a vast enlargement
of voluntary organized effort among
farmers themselves,” say the commis.
sloners. “It Is indispensable that furm-
ers shall work together for their com-
mon Interests and for the natlonal wel-
fare. If they do not do this, no gov-
ernmental activily, no legislation, not
even better schools, will greatly avall

“The forces and Institutions that
make for morality and spirityal Ideals
smong rural people must be energized.
We miss the heart of the problem If we
neglect to foster personal character and
neighborhood righteousness. The best
WAy to preserve ldeals for private con-
duet and public lfe Is to bulld up the

$500,000 RAILWAY FIRE.

Disastrous Blaze Sweeps the Wabash
Yards in Chicago.

Fire which for more than two hours
Lnffied the efforts of the firemen de-
stroyed the “In" freight-house of the
Wabash Rallroad Company, 12th and
Clark strests, Chleago, and for a time
threatened to spread to other freight-
houses and buildings in the lmmediate
vielnlty, The loss is  estimated at
£500,000.

Vincent Karas, employed as janitor
In the Wabash freighthouse, is miss-
Ing and It Is belleved he may have
lost his life In the burning buollding.
Miss May Donnelly, 20 years old, em-
ployed as night telephone operator,
proved herself a heroine. She remain-
ed at the switchiboard notifying the
different employes In the yards of the
fire untll overcome by smoke. Frank
and Dan Carlos, brothers, employed as
clerks in the office, found Miss Don-
nelly unconsclous In  front of the
switchboard and carrled her to the of-
flees of the Chicago nnd Kastern -
nols Rallroad, where she was revived.

The fire was discovered shortly after
11 o'clock In the office portlon of the
buliding and as sorm as possible nn
alarm was given, Fanned by n Ligh
wind blowing from the wesl, f(he
flames spread so papldly that by the
time the first compinies arrived the
entire structure wins dcomed. The
Wabush freightliouse was a one-story
briek structure extending from 12th to
14th street. It was  erected many
Years ngo at a cost of $100,000. Chief
Clerk De Grote was perhaps the first
to discover the fire. He was unable
to offer any explanation as to the
cause, but said he first saw flatues
bursting through the floor In the twos
story part used as an office,

BLAYS MINISTER AND HIMSELF.
Publle Assassinatlon for Clergyman
Lawyer In Divoroe Sult.

Rev. B. P. Kelium, 48 years old a
RMethodist minister, a lawyer and editop
of the College Corner News, was assnssi-
nated In the wain street of College Cor-
ner, Ind, at T o'clock the other night
by Clyde Handley, 25 yours old, of the
same village, who then committed sui-
cide. Handley wet Kellum in front of
Clark Barkley's drug store, and, draw-
ing & revolver, fired three shots. The
third shot struck Kellum in the left tem-
ple, killing him iustantly. Immediately
after the murder Handley ran to his
mother's home, where he killed himself
with the sawe revolver with which he
bad committed the crime. It develops
that Handley's wife recently sued him
for divorce und that Kellum acted as
Ler attorney, Kellum leaves a widow
and seven children.

The news of the Qs
ter reachied the clty of Mexico Monday
afternoon, telegraphile  communiention
with Aeapuico having heen destroyved
owiug to the faet that the telegraph
office adjoining the thenter was burned
and all wires put out of commislson

It Is known that severnl Amerlcans
were among the vietlms,

The Flores Thenter was g wooden
structure, and Sunday nlght over 1,000
people crowded Into It to witness a
special performance given Iy homor of
Governor Damlan Flores of the State
of Guerrero, who wns vigliting the cliy
at the time. One of the numbers on
the program consisted of a gerios of
moving pictures. While the operator
was exhibiting these n film caught fire
and a blaze was quickly communiented
to some bunting which had been usd
‘or decorntive purposes.

Corpeses Choke Way,

In in f(neredibly short time the
flames spread to all parts of the strue-
ture. There were but three narrow ex-
its and the pahiestricken audience
rushed to them, many persons falling,
to be croshed to death. thelp bodies
choking the way to escape for others

The sereams of those imprisoned
were terrifying. Owing to the ripld-
ity with which the fire spread and ite
Intense heat It was Impossible to at-
tempt rescue work, and those fmpris
oned were lterally ronsted alive, as
the fire burned with little snioke and
few were suffocnted.

The efforts of the fire department
were confined to attempting to save the
adjoining bulldings, and the firemen
Bucceeded so well that the property loss
wus small.  The telegraph office, post-
office and custom house were dnmnged,
but all of the government’s records and
the registered mail were saved.
Monday pitiful sconeg of grief were
witnessed on the strects of the city.
Men, women and children were wan-
dering from place to place, hunting for
relatives and friends. Many of the
dead were from the first families of
the State, the offailr at the theater
belng n soclal event of considerable
Importance and enlling out the wealth-
lest and oldest familles for miles
around. In some instances whole fam-
lles were wiped out of existence.
The municipal nuthorities have
cansed large trenchee to be dug and
Into these the hodles of the dead were
lald. Identifieation of the dead has
been Impossible, the bodles having
¥en burned In most cases to a erisp.

8000 men in the clvie divislon, and at
least ag many in the militnry =ection
of the parade. There will he regular
troops and militla, eadets from West
Point und Annapolls, and, perhaps most
Interesting of all, several regiments of
Confederate veternns, attired in thelr
wiar-worn sults of gray and carcying
the shot-riddied flags of thelr various
regiments,

The Inangural ball, the second big
feature of the day's ceremonlies, I8 he
Ing planned on a genle greater than
heretofore, and the fireworks display,
It is claimed, will be the most remark-
able ever witnesed In the United States.
More attenition has been glven this year
to the decorative scheme hoth by day
and by night, and visitors who have
attended previous Inaugurals will wit-
ness something entirely new In this
line. Careful work on the part of the
various committees will provide, to all
Intents and purposes, against over-
charging, and more attention will be
pald this year to the comfort of the
thousands than on like oceaBlons In the
past.  While the Inaugural ceremonies
will be marked by the greatest sim-
plicity they will be made Impressive,

The display of fireworks on the
White House grounds fnnuguration
night Is a feature of popular Interest.
The program will embrace 1,000 rocket
bombs, 500 batteries, 600 colored lghts,
two toms of colored fire, 50 balloons,
10,000 candles and 750 bombs, ranging
from twelve to sixty Inches. Among
the novelties will be patent rocket

STABS MANY WOMEN IN BERLIN.

Mysterious Atlincks Hesult in One
Death and Suspeot Is Held.

A series of six attacks upon women
and girls has set the southeastern and
eastern districts of Berlin, Germany, in a
state of panic. Three women were at-
tacked Tuesday evening by a man whe
used a sharp lnstrument, believed to be
a large awl, wounding them. One of
his vietims bled to death and the others
were badly wounded, These attacks were
Ppllowed on Wednesday by two similar
assaults on girls, ono of whom was se-
verely and the other only slightly injured.
Friday afternoon in the vieinity of Lich-
enberg another girl was attacked In the
same manner, but she warded off the
weipon with her hand, which was cut, A
dozen men were arrested charged with
the crimes, but all later were released
on establishing alibls, Late Friday even-
ing an armed youth, about 20 years old,
was taken into custody. Two of the vie-
tims of the stabber declared they recog-
nized bim and he was detained,
